Lions hope to raise 
£1,700 for debrillator 


CREWKERNE Lions Club is pulling out all the stops to 
raise the money for new defibrillators for West One sur¬ 
gery. 

The club began to put aside money from their Easter 
egg draw, held earlier this year in Falkland’s Square, for 
a second machine that the doctors could carry in their car 
after news came out that the original, donated by the 
Lions and Rotary Clubs several years ago, had “failed its 
MOT”, leaving the practice without this potentially life¬ 
saving device. 

It was immediately decided that this would become the 
main beneficiary of the Lions’ annual fun weekend, be¬ 
ginning on July 12th with a “Pirates of the Caribbean” 
night starring Crewkerne’s own Jack Sparrow, aka 
Richard Walters, and the Wadham Steel Band. 

This will include a two-course meal with choices from 
beef and ale stew with ship’s biscuits, (minus the wee¬ 
vils), pork merengo, chicken coconut curry or vegetarian 
jambalaya and a dessert. Further entertainment with 
music for dancing is being provided by Dave and Son. 


Investigations into road subsidence 


SOMERSET County Council has begun geological inves¬ 
tigations into the level of the subsidence which caused 
the road closure on the B3168, at The Beacon in llminster 

Highway service manager Neil McWilliams has advised 
county councillor Linda Vijeh that initial investigations in¬ 
dicate that the structural damage to the carriageway is 
"most likely to have formed as a result of instability within 
the underlying natural geology, rather than a localised 
defect associated with the pavement or earthworks". 

As a result of this, and to ensure that any remedial solu¬ 
tions are appropriate, Somerset County Council considers 


it important to study and investigate the wider area. 

Therefore, an on-site topographical level survey of the 
carriageway and immediate area took place last week. 
Additional exploratory works, which will involve trial pits 
and boreholes in the adjacent fields, will be taking place 
this week. It is anticipated that this will last for two weeks. 

Mr McWilliams added:"l appreciate the local frustration 
caused by the perceived lack of works taking place, but 
may I seek to reassure you that every effort is being made 
to progress these works and re-open the B3168 as soon 
as possible."

ANYONE who thinks all teenagers are feckless 
layabouts with no direction should have been at the well- 
received CLOKS performance of “Fiddler on the Roof’ 
last week. 

Due to weeks of hard work and dedication, giving up 
their Saturday mornings despite the temptation of recent 
summer weather, the cast of young people pulled off a 
tremendous show which brought them standing ovations 
and comments from the audience such as “better than 
some adults could do” and “ very professional”. 

The storyline - full of emotion, humour and at times 
anti-Semitic politics - was carried with great maturity and 
feeling by a cast which were, for the most part, 18 or 
under. 

Father of five girls, dairyman Tevye, played by Calum 
Syrett, fought hard in a changing world to hold on to the 
Jewish tradition of weddings by matchmaking but was 
defeated by the modern ideas of his children. Calum 
played the role with great feeling, portraying the hard- 
done-by father figure extremely well and totally believ¬ 
ably. 

Supported by a superb backstage team and excellent di¬ 
rection by Maria and Jonathan Farey, with great attention 
to costume detail, atmospheric lighting, well-rehearsed 
choreography full of energy and great songs, the show 
was hailed as one of the best productions the group has 
produced to date. 

The audience were clapping along to the Jewish wed¬ 
ding scene - the bottle dance in particular was a stroke of 
genius. Everyone was totally in character at all times with 
the supporting cast hanging on every word of the lead 
players, making each scene as captivating as the next. 

Jemima Farey, well cast as the defiant daughter Hodel, 
held her head high as the man she loved, Perchik the stu¬ 
dent, played by Patrick 
Moran, defied the rules 
and danced with her at her 
sister’s wedding. The 
happy couple were Tzeital 
(Emily Davis) and Motel 
the tailor, (Gabriel Swar- 
brick), who put great love 
and tenderness into their 
respective babies - hers a 
child, his a new sewing 
machine.

ease, Duchenne Muscu¬ 
lar Dystrophy. 

The Ilminster under 16s 
team pitted themselves 
against a team of Allstars 
made up of team 
coaches, managers and 


Bradley’s dad. 

There was also live mu¬ 
sical entertainment and a 
raffle. 

Bradely’s brother Jake, 
a keen football fan who 
also suffers from the con¬ 
dition, was presented 
with the donation of 


£466 by the Ilminster 
U16 team. 

The money will go to 
Action Duchenne, the 
charity which is re¬ 
searching the disease and 
supporting families af¬ 
fected by it. 

The lads also launched 


fundraising awareness 
wristbands which are 
now on sale for £2 each 
at the local schools. 

Duchenne is a severe 
genetic muscle wasting 
condition for which there 
is currently no cure. It is 
usually diagnosed in 
early childhood and af¬ 
fects mainly boys, with 
girls only found to have 
it in rare instances. 

Suffers are often in a 
wheelchair by the age of 
10 and by their late teens, 
many are totally paral¬ 
ysed and can suffer res¬ 
piratory, heart and spinal 
problems. 

The average life ex¬ 
pectancy is currently 
only their late teens or 
early 20s. 

Action Duchenne, led 
by the Duchenne fami¬ 
lies themselves, supports 
and promotes innovative 
research into a cure and 
effective medicines. It 
also provides access to a 
range of educational and 
support programmes for 
people living with 
Duchenne at every stage 
of the condition.

All models in the range except the R now feature 
BlueMotion Technology modifications, meaning they 
come as standard with Stop/Start and also brake energy 
recuperation systems. 

The petrol range consists of a 1.4-litre petrol with 125 
PS (was 122), and a new 2.0-litre 180 PS unit which re¬ 
places the previous 1.4-litre 160 PS unit. Despite an in¬ 
crease in capacity and power, it is more economical than 
the unit it replaces.

'Quick Fix'Modifications 
Costing Lives, Warns I AM 


BRITAIN'S leading independent road safety charity is warn¬ 
ing that some popular aftermarket vehicle modifications are 
not only making cars and vans illegal; they could also be risk¬ 
ing lives. 

The Institute of Advanced Motorists has highlighted three 
of the most common aftermarket tweaks that render vehicles 
illegal - and noted that people are rarely prosecuted despite 
the risks to other road users. 

Diesel particulate filters (DPFs) can sometimes be trouble¬ 
some, especially for van operators making frequent stops in 
urban areas. Due to the fact the DPF doesn't run at the opti¬ 
mal temperature in town centre driving, the item can some¬ 
times clog up and fail - causing an expensive and lengthy 
repair. 

Some garages offer to remove the filters, assuring the op¬ 
erator the modification is acceptable - but the result of these 
back-alley tweaks is to increase deadly pollutants and C02 
emissions. 

1AM head of technical policy Tim Shallcross said: "DPF re¬ 
moval has always been illegal but since 1 January 2014 has 


also been reason to fail an MOT. Some garages are blatantly 
still doing it. In short - they are selling a service that's killing 
people." 

"Removing a DPF isn't a task that can be done accidentally, 
as it involves reprogramming the engine management com¬ 
puter. Before 1 January it wouldn't count as an MOT fail; but 
unscrupulous traders still offer to cut the case open from the 
top of the unit, remove the filter and welt it shut again - in 
an attempt to pull the wool over the eyes of the tester to 
achieve an MOT pass. 

"This is disgraceful, but people are rarely prosecuted for 
this openly advertised service." 

The popular trend for xenon headlamp conversions is also 
a major hazard - not having a self-levelling or washing func¬ 
tion means they can dazzle oncoming traffic, potentially 
causing an accident. 

Shallcross said:"Fitting this kind of lighting is illegal. Claim¬ 
ing ignorance of the law is no excuse; these lights which peo¬ 
ple choose because they look stylish could potentially have 
tragic consequences."

Title hopes slipping away at Uxbridge? 


A SUPERB display in the field kept alive 
Somerset hopes in this season's T20 
Blast competition as they defeated 
high-flying HAMPSHIRE at their Aegus Bowl 
home writes Howard Larcombe. 

Marcus Trescothick chose to bat first and 
after he fell early was rewarded by a fine 60 
from Craig Kieswetter and 38no from Alviro 
Petersen. 

But a final total of 155 for 4 was generally 
felt to be below par by around about 15 runs. 

The hosts reply began with the dangerous 
James Vince being trapped in front first ball 
by Peter Trego in the opening over. 

In the next over Jimmy Adams (7) got a 
leading edge off Dirk Nannes and was 
pouched by Craig Meschede at mid-off. 

After a bright start Will Smith (16) then 
picked out Alviro Petersen off an Alfonso 
Thomas waist high full toss as the score 
reached 33 for 3 in the fifth over. 

Things got worse for the hosts when the 
highly talented Glenn Maxwell (0) was the 
victim of a mixed up with partner Michael 
Carberry and was run out by the length of the 
pitch. 

Carberry (10) was at fault and to compound 
the error he himself was then run out by a di¬ 
rect throw from Thomas at 36 for 5. 


The introduction of leg spinner Max Waller 
saw Sean Ervine miss a googly and was 
stumped by Kieswetter and the score lurch to 
41 for 6. 

Some big hitting from Matt Coles brought 
20 from the 12th over as Waller was put to the 
sword. 

Waller made amends in the next over when 
he took a simple catch to dismiss Coles for 25 
offTrego with the score on 83 for 7. 

Hants seemed to have given themselves a 
sniff of a chance with a spritely ninth wicket 
partnership before Trescothick caught Kyle 
Abbott off Meschede and the score fizzled 
out to 116 all out to give Somerset a much- 
needed 39-run win.

Compton was eventually dismissed after a 
six-hour stay at the crease by Steven Finn for 
94 and the Cidermen declared at 3pm on day 
three on 264 for 9, a first innings deficit of 74. 

But a close of day Middlesex score of 169 
for 2 - a lead of 243 - appeared to have al¬ 
ready taken any prospects of winning the 
game, and possibly a first ever title, away 
from Somerset. 

Early on the final day George Dockrell had 
England's Eoin Morgan pouched by Alviro Pe¬ 
tersen for 62.
